SANTIAGO YESTERDAY AT ENAMI GOVT- MINING AGENCY OFEICERS AND 

AT VINA DEL MAR GARAGE. VIOLENCE REPORTED YESTERDAY IN CHILEAN, 
INCLUDING ATTACK ON PDC RADIO STATION AND LOCAL PATRIA Y LIBERT AD 
OFEICE. 

6. PDC ISSUED STATEMENT TODAY DEPLORING PRATS' INCIDENT AS PRO- 
DUCT OF CLIMATE OE HATRED FOMENTED BY UP. STATEMENT AFFIRMED THAT 
RATIONALE FOR DECLARING SANTIAGO EMERGENCY ZONE, AS SPELLED OUT 
IN CABINET STATEMENT ( REFTEL), IS INSUFFICIENT FOR THIS LIMITING 
EXERCISE OE THEIR LIBERTIES BY CHILEANS. 

7. COMMENT. PRATS PRESUMABLY KNEW ABOUT ARRESTS ANNOUNCED 
TODAY BY SEPULVEDA, AND KNOWLEDGE THAT A COUP PLOT HAD BEEN DIS- 
COVERED MAY HAVE PLAYED A ROLE IN ACTION BY PRATS IN YESTERDAYS' 
INCIDENT. LATTER IN ANY CASE TERMINATES FOR THE MOMENT ANY POSSI- 
BILITY OE ARMED FORCES PARTICIPATION IN CABINET, ALTHOUGH 
EVENTUALLY AETER DECENT INTERVAL THIS POSSIBILITY COULD BE REVIVED.
